was not iltenc'ed with greater peril and 
risk, than the crossing of the great plains 
m 1860 
We fancy there are few residents

compliance with, my promise to send you 
a few lines from thie south, I will endeavor 
to give a short sketch of what 1 have seen 
and my views or opinions in relaiion 
thereto. 


The first city ol any note after leaving 


St. Louis is Little Rock, Arkansas, a city 
of 20,000 inhabitants, a lively and erowing 
place, headquarters of General.McKinne 
and staff, who, by the way, Is a genial and 
sociable gentlemen. Thence comes the 
Hot SprinK;,, a general resort for invalids, 
a town of 5,000 people counting strangers, 
of which the largest number are com- 
posed. The town has a better class of 
buildings and more physicians than Mani- 


tou, but 1 do not believe the springs con- 
tain any more healing qualities than those 
at Maniion, and many whom 1 met there 
would have done better to have gone to 
Colorado. 


Dallas is rather a pretty place of 20,000 


and-shows a decided improvement over 
most of the cities of Texas. The citizens 
are social, courteous and energetic. We 
did not go to Fort Worth therefore can say 
nothing about it. 


Austin, near the centre of the state, ex- 


libitsmore thrift and goaheaditiveness 
than any city in the state. It has already 
a population of 25.000 and is on the in- 
crease rapidly. Owing to the inclemency 
of the weather we gave up going, to San 
Antonto and started from Galveston via 
Houston. The latter place is at the junc- 
tion of quite a number of railroads and 
is destined 
to 
be quite a commer- 


bial !tity. It already has fiften thou- 
sand 
and 
is 
filling 
up 
rapidly 


with northern people. Galveston has been 
a great shipping post until lately, but since 
the railroads from New Orleans and St. 
Louis are' traversing all through the state 
distributing their supplies and transport- 
ing their exports, she feels as if she was 
left out-in the cold, '.there are many 
wholesale dealers, cotton cresses, sugar 
and tobacco factories, but yet it shows a 
gieat decline, and the citizens feel it anti 
some admit it, 


Texas as an agricultural state is not a 


success and never will be. While I have 
always conceded that Colorado is far from 
being an agricultural country, yet the 
country along the Platte, Monument and 
Fountain enceeds.far.anything I haveseen" 
in Texas for the cultivation of crops, and 
as regards to health between the two states, 
there is no comparison. The colored pop- 
'Ulation is diminished all through Texas 
and a more worthless set of beings never 
existed, and they-are a great curse apd 
drawback to the gidwth of the state. 


After taking in all the sights of Galves- 


ton we took steamer-jicross the Gulf to 
this city, of which. I wiO-write hereafter.
